States will have every town on the 
Spanish cbaet blown to atoms, I am 
ready to wager, a month after the be- 
Rinuini; of hoatilitiee," said AVilliam 
Allan, M.P., to the New York World 
corroepondeDt. 

Mr. Allan representB the Gateahead 
divieion in the tlonse of CommonB, ia 
one of the larRset shipbuildera on the 
Tyno and is an auknowledged high auth- 
ority on naval (iiieationa. The World 
correspondent had aaked him if there ia 
any likelihood that Spain can buy war- 
Bhipa now building in British yarda 
from the government which ordered 
them, 

" Lt would not do Spain any good if 
she could buy tbem," Mr. Allan an- 
swered, " but except those ordered by 
.Fapan there are very few orders in the 
Eu(;lieb yards from foreiec governmenta, 
and Japan won't sell, f nan't eonceive 
why Ohili should aell ships to her an- 
cient enemy to be used auainat the 
United States which helped her bo eener- 
ouely to her independence. But even 
should Chili or Brazil Bell ehipa to Spain 
they would be of no uae to her. 

■'I have always expreaaed in the 
Houae of Commona, as yon know, my 
admiration of American warshipa. I 
challeu^jed our (,'oveTnment to test the 
new oruieer Powerful by sending her 
acroBB the Atlantie at full speed as tne 
United States government had sent the 
Cohunbia, but our government declined. 
I conaider that America haa some of the 
very finest ehipa afloat, and I know the 
American Bailors to be aa good aa any in 
the world. Why, Spain is a retrograde, 
a moribund nation. If she should anap 
up all the warships arailBbleall over the 
world she could not give the United 
Staips cause for an instant's concern. 

"I believe in the grit, tenacity and 
figLliig capacity of the Anglo- Saxon 
racfB aa ap;ainBt the Spaniards, who are 
fed oa oil and garlic, and are without 
Etamina. Why, in the olden days our 
baccaueerfl used to beat them and they 
have not improved since then— rather 
the contrary. 

" Ll v.-oaid be an easy matter tor the 
I'tiited States to capture tlie principal 
Spaiiiah araeiial at Trubia, near the 
north coast. The place ia not fortified. 
There will be no war. Tlie Spanish 
govern men t knows it «'ill be the signal 
for a Carliet rieiiig. They will have 
some kind of a revolution in Spain be- 
fore loni:, but as to war with the United 
States there will be none. I have never 
believed that the United States wants 
Caba, but I expect they will employ all 
their influeace to establisb a republic 
there." 

Mr. Tweddle, the managerof theThor- 
nycrof '9 Torpedo Boat VYorks, said to the 

World correspondent: 

"I don't think the .'-^pacieh navy can 
eauee the United Slates much concern. 
I really don't think Spain haa much of a 
chance of getting waiBliipe in England 
from any government for which they are 
being constructed. The great majority 
of the ships now on the stocks are for 
the British government, which ot course 
won't sell. 1 don't know of any for 
Chili, but Argentina has three under

[From Our Own Correspondent.] 
Ott.\wa, March 4. — The Conserva- 
tives, aenatora and members held an 
inspiring meeting this morning, Mr. 
Whitney's success in Ontario haying 
dred tbem with enthusiasm. A resolu- 
tion was adopted heartily congratulating 
Mr. Whitney. 

The Yukon bill was then considered. 
Mr. Borden it ia intimated, will move an 
amendment to the second reading declar- 
ing that the house while recognizing the 
necessity for providing adequate facili- 
ties tor transportation into the Canadian 
Yukon gold fields, regards aa indefen- 
sible the terms and conditions of the 
proposed contract but will cordially 
snpport a grant of snbstantial asBist- 
auce for the imm'ediste construction of a 
railway by the best available route, 
under such conditions and safeguards as 
will prevent the creation ot any railway 
or mining monopoly. 

When the houa? met Sir Charles 
Tupper brought up again the subject of 
the wagon road by the Stikine which 
the government promised in the guide 
book and have not embodied in the 
contract. Moat of the ministers were 
absent and no one present could give 
any information on the subject, neither 
could any satisfactory answer be ob- 
tained by Mr. Foster aa to the sleigh 
roada which the Mackenzie contract 
provided ahould be completed by next 
Tuesday. Mr. Foster said it was im- 
portant to know whether this road 
would be ready. 

Only yesterday a party of thirty from 
New Brunswick passed throngh Ottawa 
to the West. These had accepted in 
good faith the underatanding tljat the 
road would be open and that shelters 
would be built by the time they ar-' 
rived. Mr. Foster said he had promised 
to telegraph them the information on 
the road but he was not able to get a 
deliniteanswer. 

Mr. Guillet asked it the government 
intend to permit a cargo of whiskey 
which the despatches said had been 
shipped from Liverpool to be imported 
into the Yukon. Sir Wilfrid Laurier re- 
plied it would be time to consider the 
question when the whiskey arrived. 

Messrs. Bell (Pictou), Davin, Lemieux, 
Wilson, Semple and Campbell took part 
in the Yukon debate to-day. Mr. Bor- 
den was the last speaker and moved the 
amendment agreed npon at the Conser- 
vative caucus. 

Mr. Fielding has informed policy 
holders m the New York Mutual Re- 
serve that he does not see how the gov- 
ernment can interfere to protect them.

Skagway Deacribea the Stories of 
Plague Witliiii Her BorilerB 
aa Blackmail. 



The Latest Klondike Millionaire Ar- 
rives With Story of Hia Wealth 
and £xperieuceH. 



An ignomiQloaa cinclaaion haa been 
reached in the Whitelaw'a career iia ii 
Klondike paasetiger carrier, for after 
years of aervice aa a wrecker she herself 
now lies piled up on the rocks Uve miles 
this aidii of Jiiueau, aa deaolate looking 
a hulk as auy craft whose obaequiea aha 
haa e/er conducted. 

Tne disaster overtook the fainons 
Whitelaw on Monday iiiyht, or rattier 
early Tueodiiy morning last, while the 
alciuLier was on ttio lust stage of her 
voyaue with iOO odii paaaengera for Lynn 
canal from Sau Francisco. Captain 
Lockyear waa in command and it is al- 
leged it was tbrongh bia unfamiliarity 
witb the northern coast that the vessel 
came to grief, for although there waa a 
thick fog, the weather conditions gener- 
ally wore the reverse of aerioue. 

Sewa of. the miahap waa taken tc 
Juneau by officera and paaeengera who 
had a hard walk overland, Bteamere 
then being seiit from there to remove 
the others of the distressed paBaengera 
and their personal bolongings. The 
Bteauier ia badly punctured on the star- 
board eide, and while ed'orts will be 
made to patch and lloat her next Wed- 
nesday with high tide, it ia generally 
anticipated that she will decline to 
move, and that nothing practical can be 
accompliahed until the high apriug 
tides. 

The City of Seattle, which brings news 
of the Whitelaw'a trouble, also brings 
the report that a second email steamer 
is a wreck on Shelter Point, on the Van- 
couver Island ahoro about 25 milea thia 
Bide of Seymour Narrows. The Seattle 
passed there at 12:30 yesterday, but at 
too great distance to identify the un- 
lucky craft. The latter appeared to be 
deserted, and ia described as lying high 
on the rocky beach— a two-maated 
Bteamer of about the same size as the 
■\Villapa, with her smokestack set well 
aft of amidshipB. 

From the fact that she has horae or 
lu'.y racks on her upper deck, it ia evi- 
deiit tfiat she is one of the Klondike 
Jleet, while from her location — but eiglit 
luilea or thereabouts from Cape JIuclge 
— it IB tjuite possible that she ia one of 
the three steamers reported by Captain 
Buckholtz as in extremity in the gale of 
the 19tli ultimo. Captain Buckholtz' 
verdict aa to these three myaterioua 
craft iH condrmed by Captain Hinkler, 
of the Elder, which called hero yeater- 
day. He too saw them, ho saya, but 
only for a brief ten minutes when the 
snowstorm abated, between Price Island 
and Scarlet Point. It waa impossible to 
solve their identity, and be has expected 
daily ever since to hear some news of 
their debris being picked up. The 
Shelter Point wreck did not signal the 
passing Seattle for raaiatance, so no atop 
waa made to investigate. 

Among the Seattle's passengers were 
two Uawaoniana— Shafer, of Los Angeles, 
and E. 0. Phelpa, of Nevada. Roth left 
Klondike earlies than January 25, and 
BO haye no recent news. Shafer is never- 
theless an interesting personago, inas- 
much aa he ia the " corpse " alleged to 
have been brought into Bkagway by the 
^lounted Police, with $166,000 in gold 
duet. 

Aa a matter of fact he no more had 
this amount than he ia a deceased. He 
slipped on the ice when but ISO miles 
tbia side of Dawson, dislocating his hip, 
and was assisted through by the two 
other members of his party until the 
police- were fallen in with, and gave him 
every attention, ultimately draggint; 
him down to Skagway at the same time 
they brought in the body of young Jack- 
son, of Seattle, who had died on the 
trail, \

from the Jvlondike. Ho and Phelpa are 
now bound for San Franciaco tore-outfit 
prior to a return to the mines, where 
Shafer is iiitereated in claim 31 above, 
on Bon an /.a. 

The Seattle brings Skagway advices 
contradictory to the storiea told by 
Henry Maraliall and others aa to the 
plague in the l^ynn Canal ports, the 
Sltaifway paper intimating tiiat the 
Stories of death juat given to the world 
by these arrivals are blackpaail schemes 
orisinated for the purpose of diverting 
trade from the Lynn Oanal porta. 

SKAGWAY IS 'indignant, 

Oeclerlng That Reports of the Epidemic 
Have Been Grossly and Wilfully 
Exaggeriited. 

Accordinz to a Tacoma man who ar- 
rived on tho Seattle, the mortality at 



Skagway ia not so alarming as some 
northern papers and people would make 
it appear. Spinal meningitis, it is true, 
ia carrying oti" a considerable number, 
but he aays the fact ia being made capi- 
tal of by rival cities, and some reports 
published are abaurdly false. On the 
other hand, an account that appeared 
in the Skagway paper placing at four- 
teen the total number of deaths since 
the town waa founded waa as far ttixn. 
the truth on the other side. When 
apring sets io, the Tacoma man states, 
there ia sure to bo a large number ot 
deatlia, reaultiuc from tho filthy con- 
dition of the place. 

As an instance of this he says last year 
4,000 horses were landed at Skagway for 
packing freight over the paas. Uf this 
here it ia estimated only one hundred 
now live, while tho others are lying dead 
a'ong tho canyon and on the trail to 
Lake Bennett." All aro frozen and cov- 
ered with snow, but now and auain one 
ia dug up for dog food. This decoin- 
poaed tleah, together with an entire ab- 
sence of aewera in the town, ia in the 
estimation of the Tiicoma man going to 
cause a great deal of sickneaB when 
the warm •veather comes. On Sun- 
day the weather waa quite mild 
at Skagway, and the thaw continued 
until Tueaday, giving one a favorable 
impression of what might be expected in 
this way later on. Referring to the law- 
leaaneas of the town he says there is con- 
siderable thieving going on, and he looks 
for more of this kind of thing later in 
the winter, as sharpera from all parts of 
tho States keep crowding into the town. 
He says tho trails leading over the 
mountains aro being crossed every day. 

George A. Brackett, who built the 
Skagway wagon road, waa also on last 
night's steamer on his way to Seattle. 
He, too, states that the storiea of diseaae 
and death in Skagway are very mucli 
exaggerated, and in proof of this he 
showed a certificate signed by J. 11. 
Moore, M.D., and nine other phyaiciane 
stating that the deaths at Skagway in 
the past six months were only 19 alto- 
gether. The Daily Alaskan, of Skag- 
way, of February 28, pitches into the 
Juneau papers at a tremendous rate 
and accused them in unmeasured terms 
for spreading false reports about Skag- 
way. 

Mr. Brackett reports the road from 
Skagway to the lakes is in fine condition 
and large quantities of auppliea being 
shipped over. 

A party of eastern capitalieta have 
formed a company to build a tourist ho- 
tel at Juneau. The purpose ia to cater 
to the better class ol travel which it is 
expected will come from this time on. 
The plan ia to aecure a site commanding 
the water view, the building to bo en- 
tirely of brick. The hotel will be under 
tlie management of an experienced man 
from tho east. The capital of the com- 
pany is^lOO,000. 

After spending two years and a half in 
the North— six monthn at St. Michael's 
and tho remainder of the time at Forty 
Mile — W. Chanoaietz, one of the home- 
ward bound miners on the City 
of Seattle, had no good account to give 
of the country he has been ao long in. 
At Forty Mile, he says, luxuries are 
scarce, but there is no want of food. 
Tlie Cwildest he has seen it there thia 
winter was 05 below zero but thf.t severe 
weather did not last lonir, and on the 
whole the winter up to the limo he left 
wab not unusually trying. He came out 
over the ice and the Skagway trail antl 
reports travel fairly good. 

THE STRIKK LS EN'DKD. 

'Longshoremen of Skugwuy Win Their Ad- 
vance in Wages— Soldiers Encamped 
on the Trail. 

Laat night's arrivals from the Xorth 
by the City of Seattle report tho recent 
strike of 'longshoremen at Skagway b 
thing of tho paat,the wharf owners and 
steamer companies having conceded the 
requests of the white men for an advance 
from 60 cents to 75 cents an hour in 
view of the trying character of the ch- 
mate and the fact that steady employ- 
ment is not available. 

Tne United States aoldiera who played

Washington, March -1. — The senate 
to-day passed the bill providing for the 
extension to Canaila of l)ontling privi- 
leges at Wrangel only on condition that 
certain concessions are given tliis coun- 
try by the Dominion, the section read- 
ing as follows : 

That under rules and regulations to be 
prescribed by the secretary of the treas- 
ury the privilege of entering goods in 
warehouse and merchaiulise in bond or 
of opening them iu bonded warehoiieea 
at the port of Wrangel, district of 
Alaska, and of withdrawing the aame 
for exportation to any place in Britieh 
Columbia or the NorthwPBt Territories 
without payment of duties, ia hereby 
granted to the governmentof the Domin- 
ion of Canada and ita citizena or citizens 
of the United States whenever 
and so long as it shall appear 
to the satisfaction of the Presi- 
dent of the United States who shall 
ascertain and declare the fact t)y pro- 
clamation, that no exclusive privilege of 
tranaportation through British Colum- 
bia or the North-Weat Territory of 
gooda or paaaengera arriving from or 
destined for otiier ports in Alaska is 
granted to any persons or corporations 
by the government of tho Dominion of 
Canada, and tiiat the privilege has been 
duly accorded to responsible persons or 
corporations operating transportation 
lines in British Columbia or the North- 
west Territories of making .direct con- 
nection with the transportation lines in 
.\laska, and that the government of the 
Dominion has coneented to and is allow- 
ing on hshalf of the citizens of the United 
States tho entry free of duty of all 
miners' out'its and euppliea of provi- 
sions and clothing the whole not exceed- 
ing in quantity one thousand pounila 
for each person, citizen of the I'liited 
States, proposing to engage in mining 
in iiritish Colurni)ia or the North West 
Territoriea; and that the government of 
tho Dominion has removed all 
unciiual restrictions as to the issue 
of miners' licensea to all citizena 
of the United States operating or intend 
ing to operate in British Columbia or 
the Northwest Territories; that fishing 
vesaels of the United States having auth- 
ority under the laws of the United States 
may touch and trade at any port or 
ports, place or placen in the i5ritiah do 
minions of North America shall have 
the privilege of entering su(:h port 
or porta, place or places for the 
purpoee uf [jurcliaaiiig bait or other sup- 
plies and outfits in the manner and un- 
der the sanio regulations aa ujay exist 
therein applicable to trading vessels of 
tho most favored nations, and of trana- 
shipping their catch, to be transported 
in bonds through said dominions with- 
out duty in the same manner aa mer- 
chandiae destined for the United States 
may thus be transported.

" From the summit of this hill, corise- 
crated by immortal glory, my first 
thought ascends to my magnanimous 
ancestor, Victor Emmanuel, father of 
his country, for his labors achieved in 
the national resurrection." Later his 
Majesty remarked : "Our faith in reaui- 
citated Italy led us to Borne and will 
guide us to still loftier destinies. I salute 
those generous men who consecrated 
their lives to the fatherland. I wished 
to meet you here at the capitol, from 
which you can view the magnificence of 
the Eternal City which spreads its light 
throughout tho entire world. Let iia 
continue to look to God who willed the 
unity of Italy in order that the father- 
land might be great and prosperous." 

Kim! Humbert thus concluded: ''As 
at the dawn of our resurrection all 
classes of citizens were welded together 
to secure freedom, ao to-day they are 
united and mutually aiding one another.

WASHINGTON WAITING. 

Action Deferred Pending Result of Inquiry 
—The Latest Sensational Stories. 

W.\.siii.sc)To.N, March 3. — Chairman 
Boutelle, of the house committee 
on naval aflairs, haa not yet submitted 
to his committee the letter he received 
last Friday from Assistant Secretary 
Roosevelt, of the ravy department, then 
acting secretary of the navy, asking for 
tho paasage of a special act authorizing 
the enliatment of 1,500 additional men 
and boya in ttio navy. This additional 
force wan asked for in advance ot tlie 
passage of the regular appropriation bill 
in onier, it in undeiatuod, that the vea- 
aela which are being ()ut in conimiesion 
might be properly manned. The sub- 
coniniitte(i on naval all'iiira, in charge of 
the regular appropriation bill, had 
already agreed on an increaae iu tho en- 
listment of 1,'250, briniiing the total of 
enliated men up to 13,000. 

Tho sentiment of the house commit- 
tee IB extremely liberal, nnd Mr, FutB, 
of lUinoia, a member of the committee, 
aaid to-day that if the navy department 
asked .for a special bill, and that ques- 
tion was ofHcially submitted to tho com- 
mittee, he had no dotiht it would re- 
ceive the endorsement of tlie committee. 

The Bub-conunittee has shown a lib- 
eral apirit in its recommendationa for 
increaeea thus far. 

Action on tho (pication of ships and 
drydocks will bo largely influenced by 
tho outcome of the investigation into 
tli(^ Maine diaaater.

■'Substantial Reasons Advanced for 
Anticipating: I lie Rapid Growth 
of Mining Metropolis. 



A Deputation of Citizens Interviews 
the Government Regarding: 
Public Works. 



A KosBlami deputation which arrived 
yesterday to interview tbe government 
■on a number of important matters lu 
the interest of that flouriehint; town is 
at the Driard. The members of tbe 
party are Mayor Wallaue, Aid. Rose 
ThoinpBun and Meeere. F. W. Holt, John 
MoKane and Br. K. Bowea, tho laat 
named gentleman being accompanied by 
bis wife, Tbe deputation aaw tbe 
t;xecuLive yesterday and laid before 
tliem tlie object of their visit, tbe chief 
needa being a new court bouee, the 
«atal)liehment of a court house and land 
registry oflice at Ryasland, an extra 
grant lor schools, a grant in aid of ttie 
iiospital and increased a|)propriation8 
for trails. They expressed tiiemaelvea 
as very much pleased with tbe cordial 
and kindly reception by tbe execative, 
and satisfied with tbe results of their in- 
terviews as far as matters had gone at 
present. 

Chatting last evening about Eossland 
and its future, the deputation as an in- 
stance of ttie size and urosviny im- 
portance of tliat thriving iiiiuing centre 
said that Koashmd hiis now a poiuilation 
of at, least 7,000 people, and in 
Trail and lioesland tliere are now 1,000 
voters on the list, a remarkable proof of 
eubstantial growth when it is under- 
ptood that besides this tiiere is tbe largo 
lloating population inseparable Iroiu a 
mining town, and a large proportion of 
aliens liave also to be cousidered. The 
rapidity with which the mineral outi>ut 
has increased is instanced by the fact 
that the output in 1897 was double lliat 
of tbe previous year, and in 1898 this 
will not only be doubled again but \ 
trebled. 

Tbe mining situation has made a won- 
derful improvement in tbe past few 

niontliB, one great reason being that tie 
C.lMi. lias ilelinitely taken liuld of that 
))ai t of the country by the purchase of 
tbe Ilcinze roads ami tbe Trail smelter. 
The deputation had a good word lo s.iy 
for the C.IMi., and tiieir reason l jr tO 
doing was that wbereaH I'jrnierly the 
i:08t for freight and ireainnMit of ore at' 
tbe anu-lter was $11 a ton, no sooner 
liiul the O. r. ];. ])urcfiin-ed tlie sineltur 
(ban tbia whs reduced to ."fT.oO a ton, a 
clear gain 10 tbe Jiiine owner of $:> 50 a 
Tbe innneiliale ell'ect of this lias i 
lieen that tlie War I'lngle mine, which 
liud stopped shipping waiting for a loiv- 
ering of rates, at once let a contract for 
100 tons of ore a day to the Trail smelt- 
er, which means that from tins ' 
source alone there will be an increase 
of fifty per cent, in tho ore output. It wan ' 
hoped, too, tinit the Centre Star, another 
of the l)ig mines, would follow Buit and 
Ijegin shipping Uirgcly. 

Anotlier source of siUisfaction was that 
llie llritifcb Anu ricnm Corporation, wbicb 1 
has any aniiiunt of capital liebind it. iia-i 
taken hold in llie district and has ox- 1 
pendeil already a million dollars in the 
pnrcbp.se of eight or ten properties, in- ^ 
eluding the .loEie and the Columbia and , 
J\.ootoiiuy. Ab they art; certain to de- i 
velop their propertii^a on a large scale Ibis j 
means a tremendous increase in the pay 
rolls of tlie district, probably 500 more 
men. Naturally this means u cortet- 
poudingly large increat-e in the popula- 
tion and the growth of Rossliind. 

The New Goldlields, another strong 
company which has purchased the Vel- 
vet and tbe Portland have been able to 
pay for tho development work 
in' their properties as they pro- 
ceeded by the ore taken out 
of the mines, a decidedly EatiBfaetory 
state of things. 

Dr. Powell of Victoria, reprcEenting 
the Wilkinson Syndicate lias taken hold 
'if a i-rou]) of six mines and a number of 
men are at work on tliem. 

These instanciis the deputation felt 
Nvere suflicient guarantee for tlioir un- 
bounded faith in the future of KoBsland 
audits prosperity. <

PROFITABLE EXPENDITURES. 

We make no apology for a second 
reference to the great per capita contri- 
bution of the province to the federal 
revenue, but this time not for the pur- 
pose of demandint! conBideration lie- 
cauae of what the province has done in 
the past, but to show how exceedingly 
profitable it will be for the Dominion to 
deal liberally with BritiBh Columbia 
development projects in the future. The 
argument generally made in Ontario 
against expenditures of this nature in 
other parts of Canada ia that that pro- 
vince is the Milch Cow ol the Dominion, 
and all the people in other parts are 
being nourished at its expense. That 
this has not been true of British Cohim- 
bia in the past is very clear. The 
masterly exposition of this subject by 
Mr. H. P. Rithet in the legislature last 
winter has not been answered, for it ia 
simply unanswerable. In view of the 
facts compressed into his speech on that 
occasion, no one need fear to challenize any 
statement which implies this province to 
be in any sense a pensioner upon tlie 
bounty of Ontario. What we have re- 
ceived we have paid for and there ia a 
great balance standing to our credit. 

But strong as is our claim on account 
of which has transpired in the past, it 
■is not even so convincing as the argu- 
ment to be drawn from the future. In 
tliis regard not liritish Columbia alone 
ought to be taken into account, but the 
whole northwest coast portion of Can- 
ala, which includes the Yukon. The 
development of this great region, hav- 
iug an area of nearly half a million 
miles, not only deserves the immediate 
attention of the government and parlia- 
ment of Canada upon the broad ground 
of national interest, but as a profltable 
tinancial investment. The brief epitome 
of the trade returns printed in thia 
paper yesterday show this. Tliey 
show that for every person ad 
ded to the populatiou of the 
Pacific slope of Canada nearly are 
added annually to the custonia rsvenue, 
and if to this there is added what is paid 
in excise dues, and allowance ia made 
for the exceptionally large consumption 
of the Yukon district, it will be found 
that for every person added to the popu- 
lation on this slope -$20 will be added 
annually to the revenue. Tlie other 
sources of revenue, which the Dominion 
treasury jjoeaesses, Buoh as mining li- 
censes, royalties and other fees of that 
nature, will meet all the additional ex- 
penses for administration to which the 
government will be put, and this will 
leave the $20 per capita so much clear 
gain. 

What British Columbia and the Yu- 
kon ought to have in order that their 
great wealth may be profitably and 
speedily utilized are: A railway south 
of the Fraser from the Coast to the Col- 
umbia, by way of the Bound- 
ary Creek country, with a Vic- 
toria connection ; the conatrnctiou of 
the proposed line from Bute Inlet to 
Cariboo aa the initial Step in the great 
project called the British Pacific; a rail- 
way from a northern seaport in British 
Columbia to Teslin lake ; the extension 
of the E. & N. railway to the northern 
end of Vancouver island, and a railway 
to Omineca. We do not say that all 
those things ought to bo provided for at 
once, but we do claim that they all form 
important parts of a comprebensive and 
necessary system of internal develop- 
ment, which ought to bo perfected with- 
in the next five years. 

We are willing to diacuas this ayatem 
on the basis that it will involve an as- 
sumption by the government of Canada 



of a liability amounting to flO,0(M),OCO, 
and are prepared fco,mafat»l° that even 
on such a basis the expon«Jitare would 

be highly advantageous. 

That the construction of the suggested 
lines of railway would add a quarter of a 
million people to (be population of the 
Pacific slope of Canada is not open to 
question, nor is 'i'^re any doubt that 
those new comers would at the end of five 
years contribute $5,000,000 yearly to the 
revenue of the Dominion over aud above 
ony additional charges upon the revenue 
which their presence in the country 
would entail. The increase of receipts 
would begin the moment the policy of 
railway conatruction was fully inaugur- 
ated, ao that if the federal aid wor« pro- 
vided by the issue of treasury bills re- 
deemable at call, or on very ehorl dates, 
they could be retired out of revenue. 

We present these considerations foj- 
tbe attention of the ministry at Ottawa 
We are informed that at least the holder 
of one federal portfolio is under the im 
pression that nothing ought to bo do;ie 
for British Columbia because nature haa 
done BO much for the province already. 
It is very true that nature haa been very 
lavish in her favors to the Pacific slope 
of Canada, but it bo happens that under 
the articles of Confederation the whole 
Dominion receives the liou'a share of 
benefit from s revenue standpoint, and 
consfijuently the proviiuual fiuverniiient 
is not in a poeiiion to adopt a policy of 
development coiniueiieurate with tie 
vast revenue that will be yielded by ti e 
country when developed. There are 
certain direct benefits to be received by 
the province which warrant the legis- 
lature in aiding such a iioliey, and we 
believe there will bo no ilispositiun in 
any influential (|uarteriii British Colum- 
bia to act niggardly in the premises. In 
fact the consensus of public opinion 
undoubtedly is that the two govern- 
ments ought to act in harmony. But 
we believe the whole Dominion, which 
will receive the creator advantage, should 
bear the greater burden. We have in 
this article spoken ol the matter from a 
revenue standpoint only . We shall deal 
with it later from the commercial and 
industrial standpoint. 

VICTORIA VITRIFIED BRICK. 

In a couple of letters in the evening 
paper, Mr. J. Keller, agent tor a Seattle 
pottery, endeavors to condemn the 
manufactures of the Victoria pottery. 
Ttiere is a poasiblUty that the city, in 
the near future, may have its business 
streets paved according to modern ideas, 
and among the pavements recommended 
is that of vitrified brick, a material which 
anewera its purpose admirably. Seattle 
has need vitrilicd lirick for its main 
thoroughfare, with excellent reaiills, 
and, moreover, the bricks were of home 
manufacture. Mr. Keller made a strong 
pull for Seattle sewer pipes and nsed 
similar arguments to condemn the Vic- 
toria made article as he does now in 
regard to the successful making of vitri- 
fied brick, BO there is probably some- 
thing more than patriotism in 
his unasked advice. The sewer 
l)ipes made by the Victoria 
company proved nn excellent article, 
and have been used in other provincial 
cities. The various mannfactiiros of the 
company are enid generally ti>roughout 
the province, and have given general 
satisfaction — the best proof of quality. 
Mr. Keller asserts that the glazed bricks 
made for foot pavements are lead glazed 
and not salt glazed. This statement has 
l)een flatly contradicted by .Mr. Barham, 
the manacor of the X'ictori i [lottery, 
and the only e.'ccuat! for .Mr. i^Ieller, who 
claims to be a practical nimi, aeeiiis to 
be that he is very deairoua for a commia- 
sion on the iSeattle product, and has 
trifled with the facta. 

Sliouhl brick.s be used for street pav- 
ing in thia city, tliere in no nei^eaaity to 
go iiljroail for the material. The Victoria 
pottery ia i|tiite competent to produce a.s 
good an article as can be imported. 
As Mr, Barham points out, machinery 
for their manufacture is all that ia re- 
cjnirod, the ueceasary clays Ijeiug abund- 
ant. There will always be people who 
will hold to the opinion tiint an nrtichs 
of raannfactnro must lie imported to bo 
firHt-clase. There are too many of thia 
kind in Victoria, and they should be al- 
together ignored in their effbrts. It 
Victoria is to continue a prosperous 
city, the sooner its citizens loyally 
bickupit? home indnetrics the better. 
By doing ao large an ma of luoney now 
sent abroad for manufacturca and fooda 
will remain in circulation here, and a 
general benefit reault. As for the sub- 
ject under discuasion — material for street 
paving — wo can make the brick or saw 
the wood, as the case may be. 

The Post-Intelligencer calls the new 
order in council requiring foreign veasels 
carrying paaaengors from Canadian ports 
to be subject to the sariiB inspection as 
liritish veesela " part and parcel of 
ridiculous jingo tactics," and it inaiatii 
that the Canadian government has no 
right to inspect such veasels. The Seat- 
tle paper seems to be under theMmpres- 
sion that a few people in that city can 
alter the law of nations at their own 
sweet will. No ono propoaes that a 
foreign vessel, calling at a Canadian port 
with passengers will not be allowed to go 
out again without inspection. What is 
proposed is tbat saoh veasela shall not 
carry pasBengera from ' Canadian ports 
without being subjected to precisely the 
same inspection as British vessels are. 
A foreign vessel can call here, aa we un- 
derstand the matter, and stay hero for I 
a time without entitling the marine offi- 1 UOi 



cifdB herjB to inspect her ; butshe cannot 
tak'e'on pasasngers here. We would be 
glad to know what steps the Poat-Intel- 
lieencer proposes to take to prevent the 
Canadian government from protecting 
the lives of people sailing from Cana- 
dian ports.

All would, he 
thought, admit the necessity of British 
Columbia being thoroughly independent 
of the United States in the matter of 
connection with tbe Klondike, and in 
this regard it should not be forgotten 
that the Rtikine river was certain to he 
cloaed a great i)ortion of tlie year, wliile 
at otiier i»!riuilH the river was ei'bjfct to 
interruptions through low water or 
through lloods. And again, the .Stikine 
it must be rt'iiienibered led lor a irreat 
part of its leiiglli through American 
territory, these circumstances empliasi- 
ziiig the nei^uasity of eecuring some other 
and more reliable connection, both in 
view of the partially American character 



of the Stikine and of it being not always a 
useful river for tbe purposes of com- 
merce. 

As to this proposed railway, it would 
commence at Kitimaat Arm, Douglas 
Channel, at or near the head of steam- 
boat navigation and where good harbor 
facilitiea are available, passing by the 
most feasible route along the Kitimaat 
valley to Kitaelaea canyon on the Skee- 
na river, and thence via Germansen 
creek, Omineca, to Telegraph creek. R - 
liable surveys in the poBaession of tbe 
lands and works department deflaes the 
route blocked out as very favorable for 
railway cunetriu;(i(in. The company was 
also having siirveyH made at the present 
lime to determine it ah parts of the 
roiUe are favorable to railroad building. 
Another point that ahoiild not be lo.-t 
aight of was thie— that Kitimaat Arm 
is only distant 230 miles Iroin the nurtli 
end of Vancouver leliind, ami 
altogether likely that in tne next 
from Victoria to 
Nanaiiuo and Wflliiigton will lie e;;- 
tendetl to the end ni the ii-laod, which 
will mean a water trip uf but 2.'i0 milea 
tlieniiB lo tbe soutbern terminua of this 
Kitimaat railway. BeaideH, the water 
distance from Victoria to Kitimaat Arm 
at present Ih only 630 miles, and the con- 
atruction of the proposed road would 
t herefore work great advantage to the 
Capital — to the province as a whole, but 
more especially to the trade of the cities 
of the coast. 

The bill was read a second time, it be- 
ine understood that in couiiuittee ojipor- 
tiinity will be had to correct (certain 
om issiona of comniittpe alteratioiia in the 
bill aa preetiiited to the liouge. These 
omissions were pointed out by Mr. Mac- 
pheraon — who contented to the second 
reading as it was announced the sur- 
veyors wanted to get to work at once 
while tiie weather was favorable — and 
Dr. Walkem accepted the blame for the 
mislake that bad arisen. He liau passed 
the uncorrected bill instead of the cor- 
rected copy, by accident, to the law 
clerk, on the conclusion of the commit- 
tee's meeting. 

Mr. .Speaker announced tliat the bill 
would be corrected according to the com- 
mittee's decisions before it was again 
brought before the house. 

Dr. Walkem — If the law clerk will 
bring tne tbe bill, I will make the cor- 
rections.

New York, March 4. — Rradstreet's 
to-morrow "will say: Nearly all signs

of prices, record lireakiiig clearings, con- 
tinued large exports ]iHrticularly of the 
lower priced cereali', a very heavy vol- 
ume of buHi.iose in iron tiiul steel and 
kindred lines, and giMioraliy satisfuctory 
reports as to the volunio of tho 
Hpring trade at leading diatribntivo 
pjints, are among the visible features 
of this trade development. Nearly 
all cereals are higher in price this week, 
as are aorao varieties of provisions, pig 
iron, copper, raw cotton and tin.

Policy of Ontario With Regard to 
giaxation of Mortgae:es on 
^" Beal Estate. 



Snggsstei Cliaiiire in tbe, British 
Colnmbia Lavs TTpon Tbis 
Subject. 



To THK EDrron :— After reading the 
numerous articles that have appeared in 
the daily newspapers, I desire to submit 
the idea contained in this letter for con- 
sideration. As the burden of taxation 
should fall equally on all persuna, I see 
no reason why monies inveated by way 
of mortgage on land ahould not be aub- 
jict to taxation. If tlie mortgagor agrees 
to pay the tax it is a question of contract 
between himself and the mortgagee and 
outside the provieiona of the ABaeaament 
act. 

The words of the Ontario act are as 
foUowB (sec. 10) : " So much of the per- 
sonal property of a person as is invested 
in mortgage upon land or is dtic to him 
on account of the sale of land tlio leo or 
freehold of which ia ve8te(i in him," 
etc., ia exempt trom taxation. The 
reason aaaigued for the exemption ia that 
the land on which the mortyaye niouoy 
is eeeurcd is subject to taxation. 

The B. C. Vet exempts (sec. 2, sub- 
see. 18) " 80 much of llie personal pro- 
perty of any pereon i\e ia due to him on 
imeotint of sale of limd, the fee or free- 
hold of which is atill vested in him." If 
the vendor enters into an agreement in 
writing for the sale of the laud and the 
fee still remains vested In him, the 
moniea payable and to become payable 
under said agreement are exempt trom 
taxation, whereas ii the purchaser re- 
ceives a conveyance from the vendor 
and then gives a mortgage on the land to 
secure the payment □£ the balance of 
the purchase money, the parchaser or 
mortgagor is liable to the real property 
tax on the asBesaed value of the laud 
and the mortgagee (imleas there ia an 
agreement to the contrary) would have 
to pay the personal property tax on mon- 
ies rsc( i.'ed by hi in from the purchaser 
on account of the sale aud also the tax 
payable for the mort|i:age aecurity. It 
appears to me that it would ba more just 
and equitable that a man should pay 
taxes on the value of real and personal 
property owned or poaaeased by him. 
For example, A comes to this province 
with $5,000 for investment. Ue pur- 
chases B's farm assessed at $10,000. A 
pays $5,000 down and tatea a convey- 
ance and gives B a morteage for .^5,000, 
balance of purchase money. The inter- 
est of A in the land 1 claim ia only 
^5,000. The interest of B in the land for 
balance of the pnrcbaae money ia $5,000. 
The ^5,000 received by B and hie mort- 
gajje on the land is personal property 
and subject to taxation. This 'real and 
personal projierty ahould be Bubject to 
taxation according to the respective in- 
leieal of A and 14 therein. 

I'nder the law as it now stands, A 
would have to pay for converting hia ^5,- 

0) into an interest in land , a real estate 
tax on $10,000, beinc the aaseBBed value 
of the farm; and B a tax on $10,000 iier- 
sonal property. In other worda the in- 
terest of B in the land by virtue of the 
mortgage to him ia shifted (or the pur- 

1) Osea of taxation to A. It appears to 
me that this mode of taxation is taxing 
a man for what ho does not own or pos- 
eesses, whereas the principal of taxation 
applied to personal property is more 
equitable. (Sec. 2, sub-sec. 19, B.C. act.) 
" iio much of the'peraonal property of 
any person as ia equal to the iaat debts 
owed by him on account of such per- 
sonal property, except aucb debts as are 
secured by mortgage upon his real 
estate, or are unpaid on account of the 
purchase money therefor." 

By A coming to thts province with 
.$5,000 it has only increased the value of 
property in the province by that amount 
whereas under the circumstances herein 
before mentioned for the purpoaes of 
taxation it ia considered $10,000 with a 
probability that the niortgafjes will 
make him pay his tax on the unpaid 
purchase money by an iucreaae In the 
rate of interest. A whether he invests 
his ^5,000 in land or personal property 
ahonld be subject to taxation on that 
amount only.

THE KOAD MUST BE 0Pi2N. 

Wr. Justice Drake Refuses to Allow Stada- 
cona Avenue to Be Closed. 

A few days ago an application was 
made by Major C. T, Dupont to Mr. 
Justice Drake for leave under the Land 
Registry act to alter the map showing 
Btadacona avenue so as to close up the 
road. To this Mrs. Glearihue, who owns 
a lot which the avenue touches, object 
ed, and yesterday .Mr, Jastice Drake re- 
fueed the application, on the grounds 
set forth in the following judgment: 

Mr. IJupont applied under section 58of 
the Land Registry act, 1S8S, to amend 
a map liled in th(i land registry odico 
showing certain snb-diviaions and road 
of a tract of land that had heen laid out 
tor building purposes. The amendment 
aaked is to close np a road that 
bonnda lot 1 on the west. Lota 1 to 9 
have each a frontage on Cadboro Bay 
riad; lota 1 ia a corner lot belonging to 
l^lrB. Glearihue, and she opposes the ap- 
plication. All the other owners of lots 
aiaent to the change. In my dpinion 
tbe only person interested is Mrs. 
Glearihue, the other owners could not 
reasonably object. It la true they 
boueht according to the plan, but the 
fliing of a plan does not give 
all purchasers of lots atio^vn there- 
on a right to insist that there sliall 
no change in any of the 
rouds shown thereon. In order to give 
a right to object they must be directly 
allected by the alteration. Of course 
if there had been a dedication to the 
public of any ronda shown on the plan 
then a right arises independent of the 
plan. In this case the atreet in question 
is only shown to the boundary line of 
Mr. Dupont's property according to the 
plan as a cul de sac. Mrs. Olearihue's 
.and is bounded oa the west by this 
street, and I think she ia entitled to 
object to the proposed alteration. If, 
however, Mr. Pupont can obtain her 
consent to the proposed change, then the 
change can bo made, nnleae it can be 
shown there has been any dedicatioi. 
In the meantime the application must be 
refused with coats.

ATHEBTON MUST PAY. 

An Interesting Suit Over Agreement to Sell 
Company Shares. 

Aa a rule County court cases though 
ol importance to tbe litiganta and tbe 
counsel engaged are not of particular in- 
terest to the outside public, but there 
was one yesterday before Mr. Justice 
Walkemlhat constituted an exception. 
The suit was that of .losepji Shaw v. B. 
F. Athorton to recover $t)iJ paid by the 
plaintill'to Athorton for 300 shares in 
the Gold Miners Forwarding aud Invest- 
ment Company, Ltd, This company 
was formed last November with a capi- 
tal of $600,000, in 100,000 shares of .$5 
each, to take over from Dr. I. Verrinder 
the business of the company, he obtain- 
ing 53,000 fully paid up sharea and $25 
in cash. Of these vendor's shares .Mr, B. 
F. .\therton was to receive i*,000 for 
floating the new company. Mr. Ather- 
ton sold a number of hia aharea on the 
agreement that he would hand over the 
shares aa soon as the stock certiticatea 
were issued. Under such an agreement 
he disposed of 300 vendor's shares fully 
paid up to Joseph Shaw for $G5 on 
November 2, the receipt read- 
ing that "as soon as incorporation 
takes place certificates will issue." In- 
dorsed on the back of this receipt was a 
guarantee by Mr. Atherton that he would 
at any time pay back $G5 for' the shares 
if desired. 

No shares, however, have been issued 
up to the present, and in conaeiiiience 
Mr. Shaw brought suit againac .Mr. 
Atherton to recover the $05. The facta 
as here stated were brought out in the 
evidence yesterday, aud the stock book 
was produced showing that no stock 
certificates had been issued and that of 
the capital only $175 had been sub- 
scribed. The ledger of the company, 
too, showed that an index bad been 
started, but there were no entries in 
the book. 

The defence was that there was no 
misrepresentation on tbe part of the de- 
fendant, for aa no shares .had been 
issued lie was unable to give Mr. Shaw 
his stock certificates. Mr. Justice 
Walkem, however, decided in favor of 
plaintifT for .$65 on the guarantee given 
by the defendant. Mr. George Jay ap- 
peared for plaintiff; Mr. Frank Higgina 
for defendant. 



MONEY IN AI)\'EliTISL\G, 

So Argued a Canvasser for Cable Code 
directory Who Has Passed Into 
Obllsion. 

New YoRii, March 1. — The Tribune 
publisheatbe following to-dny: Adver- 
tisements were published yesterday 
seeking information of the whereabouts 
of J. M. Henning, an advertising solici- 
tor once in the employ of the Atlantic 
Cable Directory and Code company. 
This oomi)any and one or two Canadian 
banks aie anxious to find Mr. Henning, 
and they have sought the aid ol the 
police. Incidentallv, it may be 
mentioned, Mr. Henning, who ia 
wp|l known in advertising cir- 
cles in this city, is chareed 
wun taking with him into oblivion $2,- 
000 which does not belong to hira. It 
appears from parliculars given to a Trib- 
une reporter by C. W. Parker the mana- 
ger of the Atlantic Cable directory and 
Code company that Mr. HeuQing was, 
until last September, employed to solicit 
adveatiseinents for tbe company which 
issues a directory of registered and cable 
addresses. After his discharge nothing 
more was heard of Henning until the di- 
rectory came out. Then the 'company 
was flooded with complaints from people 
in Ottawa, Montreal and Toronto, ask- 
ing why their names had not appeared 
in the directory, and demanded the re- 
turn of $25, which had been paid for the 
insertion.
